NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 22“^ August, 2017 

S.O. 2734(E) .—WHEREAS, a draft notifieation was published in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, vide 
notifieation of Government of India in the Ministry of Environment, Forest and Climate Change number S.O. 1247(E), 
dated the 29^^ Mareh, 2016, inviting objeetions and suggestions from all persons likely to be affeeted thereby within the 
period of sixty days from date on whieh eopies of the Gazette eontaining the said notifieation were made available to the 
publie; 

WHEREAS, objeetions and suggestions reeeived from persons and stakeholders in response to the draft notifieation 
were duly eonsidered by the Central Government; 

AND WHEREAS, the Jaldapara National Park loeated in Alipurduar Distriet, in the state of West Bengal is spread over 
an area of 234.51 square kilometres. The National Park is surrounded by dense human population. The Park extends from 
Bhutan Hills to the Terai bordering Cooehbehar distriet. The area is eeo fragile and eeo sensitive. The aetivities/ 
industries outside the park influenee the habitat and water regime of the park. The remaining grassland and speeies 
dependent upon them have a better ehanee of survival if some regulation is exereised on the aetivities in the vieinity of 
Jaldapara National Park. The ever inereasing population of human beings and eattle are putting enormous pressure on 
resourees of the said National park. Agrieulture, Tea Plantation, eattle grazing are major eeonomie aetivities of the region 
and the Park administration has tried to reduee the dependenee of forest resourees by inereasing Eeo-tourism and by way 
of Joint Forest Management; 

AND WHEREAS, the flora and fauna represent rieh biologieal signifieanee of this Sanetuary. The Jaldapara National 
Park eontains a total 585 Nos. of identified plants speeies whieh belongs to 429 genus. 111 families ineluding 91 grass 
speeies and 19 orehid speeies. The flora area Sal {Shorea robusta). Chilauni {Schima wallichi), Chikrasi (Chukrasia 
tabularis). Champ (Michelia champaca), Bahera (Terminalia belerica), Sidha (Lagerstroemia parviflora), Panisaj 
(Terminalia myriocarpa), Eampati (Duabanga sonneratioides), Lali (Amoora wallichi), Eahasune (Amoora rohituka), 
Kainjal {Bischofia javanica), Simul {Bombax ciba), Khair {Acacia catechu), Sissoo (Dalbergia sissoo) Siris {Albizzia 
spp).ThQ 

Jaldapara Wildlife Sanetuary has great eeologieal signifieanee as it forms the gene pool reserve for the great Indian one- 
homed Rhinoeeros outside Nepal and Assam. Jaldapara has 33 speeies of eamivores and herbivores, approximately 246 
speeies of birds, 29 speeies of reptiles, 8 speeies of turtles, 54 speeies of fishes and a host of other mierofauna Rhinoeeros 
{Rhinoceros unicornis). Elephant {Elephas maximus), Eeopard {Panthera pardus) Gaur {Bos gaurus). Hog badger 
{Arctonyx collaris). Sloth Bear {Melursus ursinus). Hispid hare {Caprolagus hispidus), Bengal floriean {Eupodotis 
bengalensis). Python {Python reticulatus), Indian Pangolin {Manis crassicaudata ); 

AND WHEREAS, it is neeessary to eonserve and proteet the area the extent and boundaries of whieh is speeified in 
paragraph 1 of this notifieation around the proteeted area of Jaldapara National Park as Eeo-sensitive Zone from 
eeologieal, environmental and biodiversity point of view. 

NOW THEREFORE, in exereise of the powers eonferred by sub-seetion(l) and elauses (v) and (xiv) of sub-seetion (2) 
and sub-seetion (3) of seetion 3 of the Environment (Proteetion) Aet 1986 (29 of 1986) read with sub-rule (3) of rule 5 of 
the Environment (Proteetion) Rules, 1986, the Central Government hereby notifies the area to an extent upto five 
kilometres around the boundary of the Jaldapara National Park in the State of West Bengal as the Jaldapara National Park 
Eeo-sensitive Zone (herein after referred to as the Eeo-sensitive Zone) details of whieh are as under, namely:- 

I. Extent and boundary of Eco-sensitive Zone.- 

(1) The Eeo-sensitive Zone is spread over an area of 458 square kilometres with an extent zero (on the Northern 
side due to adjaeent to Bhutan) to 5.0 kilo meters around the Jaldapara National Park and the boundary 
deseription of the said Zone is appended as Annexure-I. 

(2) The list of villages falling in the Eeo-sensitive Zone alongwith eo-ordinates of prominent points is appended as 

Annexure-II. 

(3) The map of the Eeo-sensitive Zone along with boundary details and latitudes and longitudes is appended as 

Annexure-III. 
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2. Zonal Master Plan for Eco-sensitive Zone.- 

(1) The State Government shall, for the purpose of the Eeo-sensitive Zone prepare, a Zonal Master Plan, within a period 
of two years from the date of publieation of final notifieation in the Offieial Gazette, in eonsultation with loeal people 
and adhering to the stipulations given in this notifieation for approval of Competent Authority in the State Government. 

(2) The Zonal Master Plan for the Eeo-sensitive Zone shall be prepared by the State Government in sueh manner as is 
speeified in this notifieation and also in eonsonanee with the relevant Central and State laws and the guidelines issued by 
the Central Government, if any. 

(3) The Zonal Master Plan shall be prepared in eonsultation with the following State Departments, for integrating the 
eeologieal and environmental eonsiderations into the said plan:- 

(i) Environment; 

(ii) Forest and Wildlife; 

(iii) Agrieulture & Hortieulture; 

(iv) Revenue; 

(v) Urban Development; 

(vi) Tourism ineluding eeo-tourism; 

(vii) Rural Development; 

(viii) Irrigation and Flood Control; 

(ix) Munieipal & urban development; 

(x) Panehayati Raj; 

(xi) Publie Works Department. 

(4) The Zonal Master Plan shall not impose any restrietion on the approved existing land use, infrastrueture and 
aetivities, unless so speeified in this notifieation and the Zonal Master Plan shall faetor in improvement of all 
infrastrueture and aetivities to be more effieient and eeo-friendly. 

(5) The Zonal Master Plan shall provide for restoration of denuded and degraded areas, eonservation of existing water 
bodies, management of eatehment areas, watershed management, groundwater management, soil and moisture 
eonservation, needs of loeal eommunity and sueh other aspeets of the eeology and environment that need attention. 

(6) The Zonal Master Plan shall demareate all the existing worshipping plaees, villages and urban settlements, types and 
kinds of forests, agrieultural areas, fertile lands, green area, sueh as, parks and like plaees, hortieultural areas, orehards, 
lakes and other water bodies and also with supporting maps and the Plan shall be supported by Maps giving details of 
existing and proposed land use features. 

(7) The Zonal Master Plan shall regulate development in the Eeo-sensitive Zone and adhere to prohibited, regulated 
aetivities listed in Table and also ensure and promote eeo-friendly development for livelihood seeurity of loeal 
eommunities. 

(8) The Zonal Master Plan shall be eo-terminus with the Regional Development Plan. 

(9) The Zonal Master Plan so approved shall be the referenee doeument for the Monitoring Committee for earrying out 
its funetions of monitoring in aeeordanee with the provisions of this notifieation. 

3. Measures to be taken by State Government.- The State Government shall take the following measures for 
giving effeet to the provisions of this notifieation, namely:- 

1. Landuse.- (a) Forests, hortieulture areas, agrieultural areas, parks and open spaees earmarked for reereational 
purposes in the Eeo-sensitive Zone shall not be used or eonverted into areas for major eommereial or major residential 
eomplex or industrial aetivities: 

Provided that the eonversion of agrieultural and other lands, within the Eeo-sensitive Zone may be permitted on the 
reeommendation of the Monitoring Committee, and with the prior approval of the eompetent authority under the relevant 
State laws and other rules and regulations of Central/State Government as applieable and vide provisions of this 
Notifieation, to meet the residential needs of the loeal residents sueh as.- 

(i) widening and strengthening of existing roads and eonstruetion of new roads; 

(ii) eonstruetion and renovation of infrastrueture and eivie amenities; 

(iii) small seale industries not eausing pollution; 

(iv) eottage industries ineluding village industries; eonvenienee stores and loeal amenities supporting eeo-tourism 
ineluding home stay; and 

(v) promoted aetivities and given under para 4: 
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Provided further that no use of tribal land shall be permitted for eommereial and industrial development aetivities without 
the prior approval of the eompetent authority under the relevant State laws and other rules and regulations of State 
Government and without eomplianee of the provisions of artiele 244 of the Constitution or the law for the time being in 
foree, ineluding the Seheduled Tribes and other Traditional Forest Dwellers (Reeognition of Forest Rights) Aet, 2006 (2 
of 2007): 

Provided also that any error appearing in the land reeords within the Eeo-sensitive Zone shall be eorreeted by the State 
Government, after obtaining the views of Monitoring Committee, onee in eaeh ease and the eorreetion of said error shall 
be intimated to the Central Government in the Ministry of Environment, Forest and Climate Change: 

Provided also that the eorreetion of error shall not inelude ehange of land use in any ease exeept as provided under this 
sub-paragraph. 

(b) Efforts shall be made to reforest the unused or unproduetive agrieultural areas with afforestation and habitat and 
biodiversity restoration aetivities. 

(2) Natural water bodies.- The eatehment areas of all natural springs/rivers/ ehannels shall be identified and plans for 
their eonservation and rejuvenation shall be ineorporated in the Zonal Master Plan. 

(3) Tourism/ Eco-tourism.- 

(a) All new Eeo-tourism aetivities or expansion of existing tourism aetivities within the Eeo-sensitive Zone shall be as 
per the Tourism Master Plan for the Eeo-sensitive Zone. 

(b) The Eeo-tourism Master Plan shall be prepared by Department of Tourism in eonsultation with State Departments of 
Environment and Forests. 

(e) The Tourism Master Plan shall form a eomponent of the Zonal Master Plan. 

(d) The aetivities of Eeo-tourism shall be regulated as under, namely :- 

(i) No new eonstruetion of hotels and resorts shall be allowed within 1 km. from the boundary of the Jaldapara National 
Park or upto the extent of the Eeo-sensitive Zone whiehever is nearer and beyond the distanee of 1 km. from the 
boundary of the Wildlife Sanetuary till the extent of the Eeo-sensitive Zone, the establishment of new hotels and 
resorts shall be allowed only in pre-defined and designated areas for Eeo-tourism faeilities as per Tourism Master 
Plan. 

(ii) All new tourism aetivities or expansion of existing tourism aetivities within the Eeo-sensitive Zone shall be in 
aeeordanee with the guidelines issued by the Central Government in the Ministry of Environment, Forest and Climate 
Change and the Eeo-tourism guidelines issued by the National Tiger Conservation Authority (as amended from time to 
time) with emphasis on eeo-tourism. 

(iii) Until the Zonal Master Plan is approved, development for tourism and expansion of existing tourism aetivities shall 
be permitted by the eoneemed regulatory authorities based on the aetual site speeifie serutiny and reeommendation of the 
Monitoring Committee and no new hotel /resort or eommereial establishment eonstruetion is permitted within Eeo- 
sensitive Zone area. 

(4) Natural Heritage.- All sites of valuable natural heritage in the Eeo-sensitive Zone, sueh as the gene pool reserve 
areas, roek formations, waterfalls, springs, gorges, groves, eaves, points, walks, rides, eliffs, ete. shall be identified and a 
heritage eonservation plan shall be drawn up for their preservation and eonservation as a part of the Zonal Master Plan. 

(5) Man-made heritage sites.- Buildings, struetures, artefaets, areas and preeinets of historieal, arehiteetural, aesthetie, 
and eultural signifieanee shall be indentified in the Eeo-sensitive Zone and heritage eonservation plan for their 
eonservation shall be prepared as part Zonal Master Plan. 

(6) Noise pollution.- Prevention and Control of noise pollution in the Eeo-sensitive Zone shall be eomplied with in 
aeeordanee with the Noise Pollution (Regulation And Control) Rules, 2000 framed under the Environment (Proteetion) 
Aet, 1986. 

(7) Air pollution.- Prevention and eontrol of air pollution in the Eeo-sensitive Zone shall be eomplied with in aeeordanee 
with the provisions of the Air (Prevention and Control of Pollution) Aet, 1981 (14 of 1981) and rules made thereunder. 

(8) Discharge of effluents.- Diseharge of treated effluent in the Eeo-sensitive Zone shall be in aeeordanee with the 
provisions of the General Standards for Diseharge of Environmental Pollutants eovered under the Environmental 
(Proteetion) Aet, 1986 and rules made thereunder or standards stipulated by State Government. 
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(9) Solid wastes.- Disposal and Management of solid wastes shall be as under:- 

(a) The solid waste disposal and management in the Eeo-sensitive Zone shall be earried out in aeeordanee with the Solid 
Waste Management Rules, 2016 and published by the Government of India in the Ministry of Environment, Forest and 
Climate Change vide notifieation number S.O. 1357 (E), dated the 8th April, 2016; and the inorganie material may be 
disposed in an environmental aeeeptable manner at site identified outside the Eeo-sensitive Zone. 

(b) Safe and Environmentally Sound Management (ESM) of Solid wastes in eonformity with the existing rules and 
regulations using identified teehnologies may be allowed within the Eeo-Sensitive Zone. 

(10) Bio-medical waste.- Bio medieal waste management shall be as under: 

(a) The bio-medieal waste disposal in the Eeo-sensitive Zone shall be earried out in aeeordanee with the Bio-Medieal 
Waste Management Rules, 2016 published by the Government of India in the Ministry of Environment, Forest and 
Climate Change vide Notifieation number GSR 343 (E), dated the 28th Mareh, 2016. 

(b) Safe and Environmentally Sound Management (ESM) of Bio-medieal wastes in eonformity with the existing rules 
and regulations using identified teehnologies may be allowed within the Eeo-sensitive Zone. 

(11) Plastic Waste Management.- The Plastie Waste Management in the Eeo-sensitive Zone shall be earried out as per 
the provisions of the Plastie Waste Management Rules, 2016 published by the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Environment, Forest and Climate Change vide notifieation number G.S.R. 340(E), dated the 18th Mareh, 2016. 

(12) Construction and Demolition Waste Management.- The Construetion and Demolition Waste Management in the 
Eeo-sensitive Zone shall be earried out as per the provisions of the Construetion and Demolition Waste Management 
Rules, 2016 published by the Government of India in the Ministry of Environment, Forest and Climate Change vide 
notifieation number G.S.R. 317(E), dated the 29th Mareh, 2016. 

(13) E-waste.- The E- Waste Management in the Eeo-sensitive Zone shall be earried out as per the provisions of the E- 
Waste Management Rules, 2016 published by the Government of India in the Ministry of Environment, Forest and 
Climate Change. 

(14) Vehicular traffic.- The vehieular movement of traffie shall be regulated in a habitat friendly manner and speeifie 
provisions in this regard shall be ineorporated in the Zonal Master Plan and till sueh time as the Zonal Master plan is 
prepared and approved by the Competent Authority in the State Government, the Monitoring Committee shall monitor 
eomplianee of vehieular movement under the relevant Aets and the rules and regulations made thereunder. 

(15) Vehicular Pollution.- Prevention and eontrol of Vehieular Pollution shall be eomplied with in aeeordanee with 
applieable laws and the efforts to be made for use of eleaner fuel for example CNG, EPG, ete. 

(16) Industrial Units.- (i) On or after the publieation of this notifieation in the Offieial Gazette, no new polluting 
industries shall be allowed to be set up within the Eeo-sensitive Zone. 

(ii) Only non-polluting industries shall be allowed within the Eeo-sensitive Zone as per elassifieation of Industries in the 
Guidelines issued by Central Pollution Control Board in February 2016, unless so speeified in this notifieation and in 
addition, non-polluting eottage industries shall be promoted. 

(17) Protection of Hill Slopes.- The proteetion of hill slopes shall be as under:- 

(a) The Zonal Master Plan shall indieate areas on hill slopes where no eonstruetion shall be permitted. 

(b) No eonstruetion on existing steep hill slopes or slopes with a high degree of erosion shall be permitted. 

(18) The Central Government and the State Government shall speeify other additional measures, if it eonsiders 
neeessary, in giving effeet to the provisions of this notifieation. 

4. List of activities prohibited or to be regulated within the Eco-sensitive Zone.- 

All activities in the Eco-sensitive Zone shall be governed by the provisions of the Environment (Protection) Act, 
1986 (29 of 1986) and the rules made there under including the Coastal Regulation Zone(CRZ), 2011 and the 
Environmental Impact Assessment Notification, 2006 and other applicable laws including the Forest (Conservation) Act, 
1980 (69 of 1980), the Indian Forest Act, 1927 (16 of 1927), the Wildlife (Protection) Act 1972 (53 of 1972), and 
amendments made thereto and be regulated in the manner specified in the Table below, namely:-

(a) All new and existing (minor and major minerals), stone quarrying and 
crushing units are prohibited with immediate effect except for meeting the 
domestic needs of bona fide local residents including digging of earth for 
construction or repair of houses and for manufacture of country tiles or 
bricks for housing and for other activities.

(3) The activities that are not covered in the Schedule to the notification of the Government of India in the 
erstwhile Ministry of Environment and Forests number S.O. 1533 (E), dated the 14* September, 2006 and are 
falling in the Eco-sensitive Zone, except for the prohibited activities as specified in the Table under paragraph 4 
thereof, shall be scrutinised by the Monitoring Committee based on the actual site-specific conditions and 
referred to the concerned Regulatory Authorities. 

(4) The Member Secretary of the Monitoring Committee or the concerned Collectoror the concerned park Deputy 
Conservator of Forests shall be competent to file complaints under section 19 of the Environment (Protection) 
Act, 1986 against any person who contravenes the provisions of this notification. 

(5) The Monitoring Committee may invite representatives or experts from concerned Departments, representatives 
from Industry Associations or concerned stakeholders to assist in its deliberations depending on the 
requirements on issue to issue basis. 

(6) The Monitoring Committee shall submit the annual action taken report of its activities as on March of 
every year by 30* June of that year to the Chief Wildlife Warden of the State as per pro forma appended at 

Annexure IV. 

(7) The Central Government in the Ministry of Environment, Forests and Climate Change may give such 
directions, as it deems fit, to the Monitoring Committee for effective discharge of its functions. 

7. The Central Government and State Government may specify additional measures, if any, for giving effect to 

provisions of this notification. 

8. The provisions of this notification shall be subject to the orders, if any, passed, or to be passed, by the Hon’ble 

Supreme Court of India or the High Court or National Green Tribunal.
